(100 had joined) plus an Italian Bap- 
and a Lutheran minister, 
appeared in front of the building.) 
Some 260 were arrested; 100 of whom 
veterans of World War 1 and II, 

That same day. the Evening Times- 
Union newspaper led off with an edit- 
orial fighting labor’s right to or- 
ganize. Clerical leaders of Protestant 
Catholic and organizations | 
waited upon the city manager and re- 
quested him to call in representatives 
of labor to talk things 
The request was refused.
